REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS. 

To  the  School  Board  of  Bath  Town  District : 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  your  teachers  and 
pupils  the  past  two  terms.  The  teachers  have  been  faithful, 
conscientious  and  eager  to  improve  their  work  under  the 
supervision  of  a  Superintendent.  The  people  of  the  town  have 
taken  an  interest  in  our  schools  that  has  been  profitable  for 
education. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  per  cent,  of  attendance  has  been  high.  When  a  pupil 
is  in  school  every  day  he  is  showing  his  loyalty  to  his  school, 
his  teacher,  and  his  town.  I  cannot  say  enough  in  praise  of 
pupils,  teachers  and  parents  in  this  respect.  The  Sawyer 
school  ranks  100  per  cent.  The  Carbee,  Nutter  and  Hibbard 
have  averaged  more  than  95  per  cent.,  Swiftwater  has  been 
about  90  per  cent.,  and  Pettyboro  has  been  over  95  per  cent, 
for  the  winter  term. 
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COURSE   OF  STUDY. 

The  State  Course  of  Study  has  been  followed.  This  gives 
the  teacher  a  model  to  go  by,  and  no  time  is  wasted.  The 
Course  of  Study  is  the  same  thing  to  a  teacher  as  the  plans  of 
an  architect  are  to  a  contractor.  It  has  been  my  duty  to  see 
that  the  Course  is  carried  out.  This  means  much  to  the  pupiL 
If  children  go  to  another  school  in  town  they  take  up  their 
work  at  just  the  point  they  left  it  in  their  former  school.  The 
game  thing  happens  if  the  child  moves  to  another  town 
where  the  State  Course  is  followed.  This  Course  has  enabled 
the  teachers  and  Superintendent  to  grade  the  schools  in  a  sys- 
tematic way.  In  former  years  a  new  teacher  meant  a  change. 
A  pupil  had  to  begin  all  over  again,  or  this  section  or  that  part 
was  omitted  entirely  in  the  teaching.  A  teacher  whose  zeal 
for  geography  was  considerable  would  give  more  time  to  that 
than  to  other  subjects  just  as  important. 

TEACHING. 

The  teaching  has  showed  a  decided  improvement.  A 
suggestion  here  and  a  hint  there  by  the  Superintendent  has 
had  its  effect.  I  have  conducted  many  classes  during  my 
visits.  This  has  been  as  an  example  to  the  teacher,  and  also 
as  a  means  of  finding  whether  or  no  the  teacher's  work  had 
been  well  done. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  Hibbard  and  the  Pettyboro  school  houses  were  re- 
paired last  summer.  The  Nutter  school  needs  attention.  A 
small  amount  of  money  well  expended  would  add  to  the  com- 
fort of  the  children  in  that  school. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

New  Civil  Governments  were  purchased  this  year.  This 
has  enabled  the  higher  classes  to  secure  a  broader  insight  into 
our  National  and  Social  Governments.  Next  year  it  will  be 
necessary  to  buy  new  text  books  enough  to  replace  some  of 
those  that  are  too  dilapidated  for  further  use.  No  great  ex- 
pense is  to  be  incurred. 

HIGH   SCHOOL  EDUCATION. 

We  are  living  at  a  time  when  an  education  helps  a  boy  or 
girl.  The  high  positions  in  business,  and  professional  life  de- 
mand educated  men.  I  have  urged  pupils  to  continue  their 
school  work  through  the  High  school.  With  good  High  schools-

so  near  us  there  is  no  excuse  for  refusing  what  they  can  offer, 
Boys  and  girls,  get  all  the  education  you  can.  Parents,  en- 
courage your  children  all  you  can  in  regard  to  this  matter. 
I  wish  to  thank  teachers  and  pupils  for  the  good  work 
done,  the  parents  for  their  interest,  and  the  School  Board  for 
help  and  encouragement.

REPORT  OF  THE 

UNION    SCHOOL    DISTRICT 

For  the  year  ending  March   i,  1908. 


To  the  people  of  the  town  of  Bath  the  following  report  is 
respectfully  submitted.  We  give  the  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools  in  full : 

REPORT  of  the  SUPERINTENDENT  OF    SCHOOLS. 

To  the  Members  of  the  Bath  Union  School  Board: 

The  work  done  by  the  Bath  Village  teachers  has  been 
excellent.  They  have  worked  hard  and  have  shown  results. 
Miss  Parsons,  a  graduate  of  Smith  college,  Northampton, 
Mass.,  has  been  in  charge  of  the  higher  grades,  and  Miss  Hall 
has  continued  her  work  in  the  lower  grades. 

HIGH    SCHOOL    WORK. 

The  High  School  Course  of  Study  has  been  followed  as 
outlined  by  the  State  Superintendent.  The  work  of  the  First 
Year  is  being  carried  out.  This  has  enabled  six  of  our  pupils 
to  be  at  home  this  year,  and  it  has  also  saved  the  District  the 
expense  of  thirty  dollars  per  year  for  each  pupil  that  would 
have  been  paid  by  the  District  if  the  pupils  had  attended  High 
school  elsewhere.  The  work  done  will  enable  pupils  to  enter 
the  Second  Year  class  of  any  High  school.  By  this  plan, 
pupils  whose  parents  did  not  care  to  send  their  children  out  of 
town  have  obtained  another  year's  schooling.  Books  were 
purchased  from  the  Woodsville  district  at  small  cost  to  supply 
these  pupils.  The  First  Year  class  has  bright  children,  and  1 
would  especially  urge  parents  to  have  their  studies  continued 
here  or  elsewhere.     Educated  men  and  women  are  in  demand. 
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GRADES. 

The  State  Course  of  Study  has  been  the  outline  for  oilr" 
Work.  Classes  have  been  more  carefully  graded.  Extra  time 
has  been  devoted  towards  securing  more  and  better  results. 
The  gaps  between  classes  have  been  rilled.  The  different  sub- 
jects have  received  about  the  same  amount  of  attention.  It 
has  been  hard  work  to  bring  some  classes  up  to  grade.  Studies 
in  which  pupils  are  backward  have  been  taught  with  the  dej 
termination  to  have  them  improved.  With  so  many  classes  to 
manage  I  think  the  teachers  have  done  well. 

ATTENDANCE. 

The  pupils  have  been  faithful  in  their  attendance  at  school. 
Both  rooms  had  a  per  cent,  of  attendance  of  over  90  for  the 
Fall  term.  This  record  will  be  equalled  for  the  Winter  term 
unless  an  epidemic  or  disaster  of  some  kind  entei's  the  schooL 
Good  teachers  and  pupils  anxious  to  learn  usually  give  a  high 
per  cent,  of  attendance. 

BUILDING. 

The  school  house  needs  a  coat  of  paint.  It  ought  to  be 
repaired  in  such  a  way  that  water  will  not  soak  through  the 
ceiling  and  walls  at  the  time  of  a  wind  and  rain  storm.  It  will 
save  a  greater  expense  in  the  future  if  this  is  attended  to. 

BOOKS. 

We  are  well  supplied  with  books,  and  what  few  will  be 
needed  in  future  years  will  be  to  replace  those  worn  out. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board,  teachers  and  pupils  for 
their  co-operation.

During  the  past  year  thirty-six  weeks  of  school  have  been 
maintained.  There  is  a  class  of  five  pupils  now  in  the  eighth 
grade,  which  will  pass  into  a  High  school  grade  next  yean 
This  will  make  eleven  in  the  High  school  grades.  Some  pro- 
vision for  their  further  education  should  be  provided.  We 
have  paid  8100  for  High  school  tuition  for  three  scholars  dur- 
ing the  year,  (March  15,  1907,  to  March  15,  1908).  At  least 
two  of  these  will  still  be  in  High  school. 
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We  would  again  urge  the  regular  attendance  of  pupils. 
;'Scholars  can  not  do  good  honest  work  in  then*  studies  unless 
they  are  punctual  in  their  daily  attendance." 

The  sura  of  $100,  raised  for  the  purpose  of  painting  the 
outside  of  the  school  buildings,  is  still  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer.  No  bid  for  painting  the  buildings  was  offered  by 
any  party  for  this  amount,  therefore  the  buildings  were  not 
repaired.  This  sura  can  be  used  the  coming  year  for  this  pur- 
pose and  for  no  other. 

The  district  pays  $180  on  the  salary  of  the  superintendent 
of  schools.  We  receive  $90,  or  one-half  of  our  cost,  in  return 
from  the  state,  making  a  net  cost  of  $90  to  the  district.  The 
cost  of  supervision  is  more  than  repaid  by  the  advance  made 
in  the  school.

REPORT  OF  THE 

BATH  PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 


To  the  people  of  Bath,  the  following  report  is  respectfully 
submitted  : 

During  the  past  year  112  volumes  have  been  added  to  the 
library,  making  a  total  of  2,262  volumes  in  the  library  at  the 
present  date.  About  50  books  have  been  ordered,  which  have 
not  arrived  yet.  Of  the  new  books,  one  was  presented  by  Mr. 
S.  E.  Johnson,  nine  by  the  American  Swedenborg  Printing  and 
Publishing  Society,  and  the  balance  were  purchased  by  the 
trustees.  A  large  map  of  the  United  States  was  presented  by 
the  government. 

Nineteen  of  the  old  books  have  recently  been  rebound* 
and  about  the  same  number  will  need  to  be  rebound  sometime 
this  year.     The  rest  of  the  books  are  in  good  condition. 

The  average  weekly  distribution  for  the  past  year  has  been 
about  40.  The  branch  in  the  west  part  of  town  still  continues 
to  get  books,  with  Mrs.  Austin  Franklin  as  librarian.  The 
Swiftwater  branch  was  discontinued  sometime  ago,  but  we 
hope  to  see  it  started  again  this  year. 

We  believe  the  Bath  Public  Library  will  compare  favor- 
ably, in  both  the  character  and  number  of  volumes,  with 
libraries  in  other  towns  of  the  same  size,  and  we  respectfully 
ask  the  town  to  appropriate  a  liberal  amount  to  carry  on  the 
work.
